the Queen had asked him to telegraph 
Marshal Martinez Do Campos., asking him 
to come to Madrid and that he hud replied 
that he would arrive here tomorrow.

Despite his 
other pursuits, Senor Barroeta joined the 
Spanish and us a captain of Guerrillas 
fought against the Insurgents in many 
engagements. 


Senor Barroeta 
referring to his ex- 


perience to a close friend, said: 


"My troubles with General Weyler be- 


gan when some time ago I refused to 
side with him against his bitter foe, the 
Marquis of Apeztegui, the leader of the 
conservative party In Cuba!

CLEVELAND DECLINES. 


He 
Cannot 
Act 
as 
Counsel 


for the Venezuelan 


Nation. 


By AMOcl»t«l Press to Tie Tribune. 


NEW TORE, June S —A special to the 


Journal Jrom Caracas says. 


President Crespo has Just received a 


letter from ex-President Cleveland, de- 
clining to act as counsel for "Venezuela 
before the arbitration tribunal. 


In tho letter, *hieh Is brief Mr. Cleve- 


land expresses himselt as deeply touched 
bj the honor and compliment conveyed 
in the recent tender of the position, but 
declines on the ground that he having 
taken such a prominent part In bringing 
about the arbitration treaty precluded 
him from acting as counsel for Vene- 
zuela, The letter is dated May 24th.
